At a press conference, Pelletier 
said that ho doubted whcrthcr Ale- 
Gill's membcrsliip in UGEQ 
would be beneficial to either tliat 
association or McGill.

Another spokes- 
man said that there arc members 
in UGEQ, such as PeUclier, who 
wished to keep McGill out of 
UGEQ so that the U of M could 
get control of the organization. 



New university urged 




A report by the Quebec Depart- 
ment of Education recommends 
that Montreal should have a' new 
non-denominational French-lan- 
guage university by September, 
1907. 

The new university, which 
should be built in the centre of 
Montreal, will cost about $100 
million and accommodate 25,000 
students, 

Tiie report is the result of six 
months work by a ten-member 
special committee presided over 
by Guy Roclier, University of 
Alontrcal sociology professor and 
member of the Parent Commis- 
sion on Education. It has not yet 
officially been made public. 

Professor Rocher predicted that 
more than '23,000 'students "from 
the Montreal area alone" will be 
ready to enter university by 1971, 
and that this "academic explo- 
sion" demands urgent investiga- 
tion and urgent solutions. 

Altogether the 57-page report 
contains 21 recommendations, in- 
cluding tlic proposal that the 
university have departments rath, 
er than faculties to assure a new 
form of collaboration between 
professors of different disciplines. 

The proposed new university 
siiould be ready by September, 
1068 at the very latest and would 
be built near the Place des Arts 



and the Conservatory of Music 
and Drama. 

It will first concentrate on 
establishing its basic departments 
in the arts and sciences, and 
then progressively build up teacii- 
er training programs. However, 
Professor Rocher denied reports 
that the university would be a 
"glorified teachers' college". 

The university will have an 
adult education program, and 
make abundant use of televi- 
sion, radio, and correspondence 
courses. 

Last November, Dr. Roger Gau- 
dry, rector of the University of 
Montreal, spoke strongly against 
the creation, in Montreal, of a 
"liybrid University of Quebec de- 
voted exclusively to the training 
of teachers". 

He agreed yesterday, however, 
~with the contents of the Educa- 
tion Department report recom- 
mending the new French-language 
university in the centre of Mont- 
real. 

"We foresee that It won't 
always be possible to accommoda- 
te all the qualified students who 
want to résister at tlie U. of M.," 
said Dr. Gaudry, indicating that 
ho expects a great increase in 
the number of university students 
in the next "five or ten years". 




UGEp 
VOTE

McGill's membership in 
l'Union Générale des Etu- 
diants du Québec will be 
decided in a second run 
on llie polls today. 

In the first referendum 
held on December 1st, the 
largest student election 
turnout of McGill's history, 
2859, or 51.2% of the stu- 
dents voted to defeat McGill 
membership in UGKQ. 2548, 
or 45.77o of the students 
wanted to remain in the 
Quebec union. 

Tliat day, the Wilson Hall 
polling station ran out of 
ballots, preventing some 
nurses. Divinity students, 
and postgraduates from 
casting their votes. Chief 
Returning Officer Ken Ro- 
berts held 174 votes invalid. 
The nurses declared that 
their constitutional rights 
were denied, and demanded 
a revote. 

Confronted by indignant 
nurses demanding respect 
for their rights, the SC re- 
considered/and called for 
a new referciidum. 

At January nineteenth's 
meeting, the SC decided l)y 
a vote of 11 to 1 to hold 
the new vole today. 

Glenn Christiansen of 
Divinity, Cliiof Returning 
Officer, is hopeful that the 
voting irregularities which 
forced tliis second vote will 
not recur. 

Internal Affairs Vice-Pre- 
sident Marty Edelstqin said, 
"The issue Is a simple one. 
Whctiicr ,wc, jihq|i^j|oig'.a 
progressive arid'àelivili^tu- 
deni movement is not the 
question since these arc the 
very policies of tiie McGill 
Students' Society and CUS, 
both of wliich we are mem- 
bers. Rather tlie question 
is whether we at McGill 
want to do this with the 
rest of the students of 
Quebec.

Democracy and Nigeria 

Tragically, history has again indulged in 
one of her ironies. Sir Abubakar Tafewa Bo- 
lewa, <he late Prime Minister of Nigeria, was 
a convinced believer in the peaceful means 
of solving constitutional problems. For, as he 
once put it " . . . memories of violence persist 
and haunt the country long after indepen- 
dence". And yet it v/as Sir Abubakar who 
was to be the victim of ' the very forces 
against which he had fought all his life. Still, 
more tragic and ironic. Sir Abubakar suffer- 
ed a viôlënt^èathf not in any of the so-cal- 
led dictatorial and unstable one-party states 
of Africa, but in stable, peaceful and demo- 
cratic Nigeria. 



Violent deaths must be condemned 
wherever they occur, whether they are com- 
mitted under the flimsy disguise of an "ho- 
nourable commitment" as in Vietnam, or 
done on the spur of the moment because one 
does not like the colour of the other man's 
skin, or in the name of an antiquated law 
bdsed on the atavistic vestiges of man's bes- 
tial past. There are, however, always causes 
for the tragic occurrences and it is to these 
causes, rather than their effects, that reason- 
able men should direct their efforts. 

The situation in Nigeria is still unclear. 
But Major-General Ironsi, the military com- 
mander, has given reassuring reports that 
all so far is under control. We earnestly hope 
that it will continue to be so. Two things, 



however, clearly emerge from the tragic in- 
cident. One is that Nigeria, like any other 
African country, has got its own problems, 
and that Nigerians will not solve them by 
merely pretending that they do not exist, or 
that they can solve them within the institu- 
tional jPraniework bequeathed them by the 
colonial administrators. Nigerians, like any 
other people, must create their own institu- 
tions which are effective and meaningful to 
them. In order to perpetuate the false image 
of a democratic and contented people, while 
several hundred people have been killed as 
a result of rigged elections and countless 
thousands live in poverty while ministers 
fatten on corruption, Nigerians have paid a 
very high price indeed. 

Secondly, the West must now face the 
consequences of its hypocrisy. It has always 
known that all was not well in Nigeria and 
yet persisted in depicting Nigeria — and its 
leaders — as stable and the only hope for 
Africa. Anglo-American investments and the 
relative amenability of Nigerian political 
leaders to Anglo-American manipulations 
were the primary reasons." Had the West cri- 
ticized Nigeria in the same way as Ghana 
and Tanzania did, and still do, perhaps the 
Nigerians would have devoted more time to • 
solving their problems. But as it turned out, 
the West merely encouraged Nigerians to 
live in their wishy-washy world.

He showed his appreciation of the fact that 
Dr. Perrin hod been willing to come and speak in a 
Jewish institution on a Jewish subject, showing that 
it was Impossible in a university conservatorium to 
exclude Jewish music. 

... Since the dispersing of the Jpyn^i^r. the 
fall of Jerusalem their music has been^fluenced 
by the nations with which they come |n contact as 
Is shown in an edition of Spanish and Portuguese 
music compiled by J. De Sola who, it Is interesting 
to note, was grandfather of present Rqbbi De Sola, 
of this city. The music of Israel shows the close xop^ 
neclion between political and spiritual life i Its' in- 
fluence was not merely-intellectual but emotional 
as Is shown In 1 Chron. 23.

,We may mention Mendlessohn, Meyerberr, Ruben- 
' stein. Heller, Goldmark and among the illustrcitors 
and executors Joachim Hertz, Hambourg, Donalda, 
and Jenny Lind. The mbst'ancient music is of limited 
scope and while resembling the Gregorian chant 
still retains the essentials of the Jewish chant, 
which apart from the actual notes, depends on the 

' ability of the singer to add embellishments ds was 
shown by Dr. Perrin playing and singing one. 

No modern music is essentially Jewish, but 
Mendlessohn was the first to writ^ in a styje dis-
